Looking  Back. 

This  year  I  have  contrasted  the  Births  and  Deaths  in  1961  with  those  occurring 
in  1 931 • 

It  is  disturbing  to  note  that  the  crude  death  rate  in  1961  was  13.8  per  1000  of 
the  population  whereas  in  1931  it  was  12.6  per  1000. 

The  rises  have  occurred  in  deaths  from  coronary  disease  and  cancer  and  cerebral 
haemorrhage  in  1 961 . 

These  3  diseases  could  fairly  be  ascribed  to  our  change  in  habits  as  regards 
physical  exercise,  feeding  and  smoking.  It  is  a  sad  thought  that  these  changes 
can  more  than  offset  the  improvements  in  sanitation,  housing,  drugs  and  hospital 
services,  (see  table  on  Page  3). 

As  regards  births  the  picture  is  a  rosier  one,  in  1931  the  Birth  rate  was  13*9  per 
1000,  72  being  males  and  65  females,  in  1961  there  was  a  total  of  247  >  134  were 
males  and  111 3  females,  making  a  birth  rate  for  1961  19.8 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  much  larger  proportion  of  males  born.  Formerly 
more  males  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year  but  now,  as  many  fewer  children 
die  in  infancy,  we  are  faced  with  a  strong  increase  in  the  proportion  of  Dales 
not  only  in  this  district  but  in  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  result  of  this  will  be  a  steady  decrease  in  spinster  labour  which  is  bound  to 
affect  the  staffing  of  senior  nursing  posts  and  can  only  lead  to  an  increase  in 
the  employment  of  married  women  part-timers.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area, 

1.  Nursing  in  the  Home.  No  change. 

2..  Domiciliary  Midwifery.  We  have  two  district  midwives.  7ife  are  fortunate  in 
having  an  M.R.C.O.G.  resident  in  the  town  who  can  be  called  up  in  difficult 
cases. 

3.  Laboratory  Facilities.  The  County  Laboratory  connected  with  the  Royal  Devon 

&  Exeter  Hospital.  The  County  Laboratory  has  now  removed  to  the  University 
premises. 

4*  Health  Education.  Several  lectures  were  given  on  prevention  of  Home  accidents 
and  on  the  cause  of  lung  cancer  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

5.  Chiropody  Services.  Service  operates  for  the  old  people  and  is  run  by  their 
association  and  which  is  fairly  satisfactory.  The  Devon  County  Goundl 
and  the  local  factory  both  supply  chiropody  services. 

6.  Hospital  Services.  A  scheme  is  under  preparation  to  concentrate  the  Hospital 
Services  on  the  Belmont  Hospital.  The  District  Hospital  will  be  either  sold 
or  put  to  another  use.  The  surgical  cover  for  the  district  has  been  rendered 
dangerously  inadequate  by  the  death  and  retirement  of  two  of  the  three 
surgical  S.H.M.O.s. 

The  modical  services  have  been  greatly  strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  a 
Consultant  Physician  who  divides  his  time  between  Tiverton  and  Exeter . 
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Maternity  Hospital  Services.  Accommodation  is  inadequate  and  many  cases, 
requiring  hospitalization  are  referred  elsewhere.  We  are  fortunate  in 
having  an  M.R.C.O.G.  on  the  hospital  staff  who  is  in  charge  of  the  department 
and  provides  valuable  cover  for  the  doctors  who  do  maternity  work  in  the 
hospital.  Gases  are  sent  in  from  a  wide  area  and  Tiverton  provides  an 
invaluable  service  to  the  whole  district  in  this  branch  of  medicine. 

Whipton  Isolation  Hospital.  Infectious  cases  are  sent  to  this  hospital 
where  accommodation  is  always  adequate. 

An  ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  at  2.30  p.m.  at  the  Tiverton  and 
District  Hospital. 

A  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital  twice 
monthly. 

7«  Liaison  arrangements.  Our  local  hospitals  are  largely  staffed  by  general 
practitioners  which  constitutes  an  advantage  as  regards  liaison.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  dealing  with 
the  duties  of  my  department  during  the  year  1961. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Town's  water  supply  is  controlled  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board. 

1  •  The  water  supply  for  the  Town  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  at  regular  monthly  intervals  of 
the  treated  water  going  into  supply.  Water  from  the  Allers  supply  (source 
springs  at  Norwood  Common,  supplemented  by  pumping  from  River  Exe)  is  both 
filtered  and  chlorinated.  Water  from  the  Warnicombe  supply  is  only  chlorinated, 
The  public  mains  water  at  Bickleigh  is  from  the  Butterleigh  supply  and  is 
filtered  and  chlorinated.  The  waters  have  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

3*  The  monthly  routine  samples  taken  of  the  Warnicombe  and  Butterleigh  supplies 
were  consistently  satisfactory  apart  from  one  sample  of  the  latter  supply. 

In  the  case  of  the  Allers  source,  which  supplies  almost  all  the  premises  in 
the  Town  proper,  a  routine  sample  taken  on  the  20th.  June  gave  a  count  of 
5  coli  aerogenes  per  100  ml,  and  a  faecal  count  of  2. 

On  receipt  of  the  report  on  the  examination  of  the  water  sample,  I  immediately 
informed  the  Engineer  of  the  North  Devon  Water  Board,  and  I  took  further 
samples  on  the  27th.  June  at  the  Horsdon  Abattoir  and  at  the  Great  House 
and  in  each  case  the  count  had  risen  considerably. 

Further  samples  on  the  Vth.  July  gave  the  following  results 

Horsdon  Abattoir.  230  per  100  ml.  Bact.  Coli  (type  l)  250  per  100  ml. 

The  Great  House.  - " - " -  - » - " -  50  - " - 

The  sampling  results  showed  the  trouble  was  serious  and  persisting  and  efforts 
were  made  to  locate  the  seat  of  the  trouble  and  on  the  10th.  July,  I  tfas 
informed  that  this  had  been  found. 

The  trouble  was  caused  by  a  connection,  made  during  the  war,  from  the  rising 
main  from  Bolham  pumping  station  to  the  Allers  works,  to  Knightshayes . 

This  connection  was  also  connected  at  the  works  on  the  distribution  main  from 
Allers  to  the  Town  and  was  controlled  by  a  valve.  The  valve  was  found  to  be 
partially  on  and  raw  untreated  water  was  therefore  going  into  the  treated 
water.  The  hot  weather  had  resulted  in  a  great  increase  in  the  organic 
matter  in  the  raw  River  Exe  water  and  the  amount  of  chlorine  available  in 
the  treated  water  was  therefore  insufficient  to  sterilize  the  untreated  water 
mixed  with  it.  The  mains  have  been  flushed  out  and  a  hypo-chlorination 
used  on  the  mains  to  give  0.5  parts  per  million  available  chlorine.  The 
trouble  was  first  shown  up  by  the  samples  taken  and  submitted  by  me  for  exam¬ 
ination  on  the  20th.  June,  when  the  count  was  5  coli  organisms  per  100  ml.  and 
a  faecal  count  of  2. 


Water  Supply,  (cont’d). 

This  incident  serves  to  illustrate  the  value  of  taking  regular  routine 
samples  for  examination. 

4»  The  population  of  the  Borough  is  12,4^0  occupying  4201  houses.  The  number  of 
dwelling-houses  and  population  supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  the 
houses  is  360 6  houses  10,818  population.  The  number  of  dwelling-houses  and 
population  supplied  from  public  water  mains  by  means  of  stand-pipes  is  145 
houses  435  population. 

5.  The  Council  owns  and  runs  a  public  swimming  bath.  The  bath  is  an  open  bath  and 
is  in  use  only  during  the  Summer.  The  water  is  obtained  from  the  public  main 
supply  and  a  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  keeps  the  water  in  a.  highly 
satisfactory  condition.

Had  this  large  number  of  rats  been  allowed  to  settle  and  commence  breeding, 
trouble  would  have  been  widespread  and  damage  to  foodstuffs  extensive  and  costly 
in  addition  to  the  known  dangers  to  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  Tiverton. 

It  has  been  noticeable  that  complaints  of  severe  infestations  by  rats  on  farm 
premises  has  increased  and  might  be  attributed  to  the  indiscriminate  use  of 
"Warfarin”  baits,  setting  up  poison  prejudice  and  possibly  immunity. 


Three  maintenance  treatments  to  the  Council’s  sewers  were  carried  out  during  the 
year,  the  area  of  infestation  being  restricted  to  the  older  sewers  in  the  old 
part  of  the  town. 


Mr.  Luxon,  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  has  given  his  usual  conscientious  and 
efficient  service  and  the  success  of  the  Council’s  rodent  service  owes  much 
to  his  keeness  and  loyalty.
